Committee finds 


Nuclear wastes unguarded

A federal nuclear energy official 
admitted before a legislative sub- 
committee last Tuesday that “there 
are no physical security measures” 
taken in shipping highly radioac- 
tive nuclear waste materials 

The disclosure by Ralph Page. 
the deputy director of the Federal! 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
(NRC), was made before Assem- 
blyperson Charles Warren's sub- 
committee on nuclear safeguards 

Page also admitted under ques- 
tioning that while the highly 
dangerous radioactive wastes are 
not guarded and do not receive 
special security precautions, the 
more expensive, but less dangerous 
unused nuclear fuels are guarded 
much closer 

The NRC _ official assured 
members of the Warren Com- 
mittee that a new safeguards study 
on nuclear materials will be issued 
this January. He said increased 
federal participation in the invén- 
tory and handling of radioactive 
materials might be one possible 
alternative to some of the security 
probiems 

Page said one alternative to 
civilian handling of nuclear 
materials would be the es- 
tablishment of a permanent 
“National Nuclear Police Force.”

Kapiloff, D-San Diego, said there 
were about S00 shipments of 
nuclear materials last year. “Are we 
going to have armed guards on 
each and every supply?” he asked 

“| don't expect the total 
numbers of shipments wiil increase 
by that much,” Page said 

He said that althoug! there was 
no physical security against theft of 
nuclear wastes during shipment, 
radiation containers are too heavy 
to be carried off and there is “no 
way to get them oper.” 

Assemblyperson Eugene 
Gualeo, D-Sacramento, asked 
“What if they cut or bicw open the 
container is that possible”” 

Page said yes, but cutting open 
one of these containers would be 
“certain death.” The containers are 
not impervious to explosives, but 
are designed to withstand a 30 foot 
drop and submersion under water 
without leaking for 24 hours, Page 
reported 

Page also was questioned by 
Kanpiloff on the effects nuclear 
materials theft would have on the 
public’s civil liberties. He also said 
that blackmailers, to satisfy 
demands, might take some nuclear 
matenials “up in an airplane or toa 
reservoir and dump them.” 

But Page said materials neces- 
sary to make a nuclear bomb as 
well as the expertise to pul one 
together would be hard to obtain 

“Radiological terrorism does 
not appear consistent with past ter- 
rorist activities,” Page said 

The Federal Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) was 
represented by William Rowe who 
said that “widespread nuclear 
power may prove to be an answere 
to polluting alternatives.” This 
would be preferable, he said, “to a

He said “Public health and the 
environment will be protected” by 
his agency. Rowe did not address 
the sabotage problem because, “the 
EPA is not technically equipped to 
analyze the sabotage issue.” 

Dr. Russe! Wischow, represen- 
ting the Atomic Industrial Forum, 
recommended development an 
atomic materials recycling 
capability to recycle elements of 
the atomic wastes into reuseable 
fuel He also suggested “co- 
locating” reprocessing facilities 
with nuclear power plants 

Wischow says many countries. 
“with limited energy resources are 
committed to a nuclear program 
will continue, “regardless of US in- 
volvement.” 

The knowledge and materials 
for making bombs 1s already 
available to other countries, he 
said. Since light-water reactors of 
the type US industry ts selling re- 
quire a supply of enriched urannum 
available only from “nuclear power 
states.” then “certainly diverting 
the plutonium from the spent fuel 
to manufacture nuclear weapons 
would lead to a cutoff in the supply 
of enriched uranium fuel,” he said 

He said such countries may not 
be politically compatible enough to 
cooperate with international 
safeguard inspectors 

John Holdren, co-director of 
the International Pugwash 
conference and UC Berkeley 
professor, said the level of uncer- 
tainty in the technical community 
is too high to warrant further com- 
mittment to a nuclear power 
program in the US

Wastes unguarded 


Holdren was questioned about 
various aspects of the California 
Nuclear Initiative, which he par- 
ticipated in drafting. Members of 
the Warren Commission com- 
plained that they were being called 
on to gain a consensus in the 
legisiature concerning nuclear 
power, when even the technical ex- 
perts were not in agreement 

Holdren =replied that the 
“technical experts could not get the 
policy makers off the hook. They 
are not close enough to the public 
and are not accountable. “Aren't 
we ready to vote now? Why should 
the legislature wait five years (as 
the initiative states), to vote on 
something we could vote on right 
now?,” he asked. 

Holdren believes the language 
of the initiative did not prevent the 


legislature from acting any time it 
wanted. It only assures that they do 
act 

Would the legislature be pre- 
empting power from the Energy 
Commission Holdren was asked. 
No, only setting minimum con- 
ditions, degree of committment 
and ultimate responsibility for the 
nuclear activities, he said 

Holdren believed that the two- 
thirds majority vote required of the 
legislature to ok further expansion 
of nuclear power was reasonable 
because, “in the past the burden of 
proof has always been on the 
people to prove they have been 
harmed by a technology.” A 
substantial majority vote would 
put the burden on the technology 
to prove to the legislature that it is 
viable and safe.

While committee members did 
agree that this particular student 
did not act in a desirable manner, 
they did not agree with the ad- 
ministration’s use of decaled par- 
king spaces for the use of “special 
interest groups,” as they phrased it. 
Committee members were upset 
becausc there was mo previous 
notification of the reservations, 
nor were there any signs warning of 
the reserved spaces. Members say 
that Greg Thatch, the president's 
assistant, had led some of them to 
believe that groups of this sort 
would be accommodated with free 
meter parking 

The Parking and 1ranspor- 
tation Committee will be sending 
off a letter of dissatisfaction, as 
well as an order that the reser- 
vation of decaled parking be dis-

Ms. Rader then informed me 
that such a thing could not have 
happened and that |. apparently 
did not know of what I was 
speaking She had, she said. figures 
in black and white to prove that the

enough to merit a wait of over half 
an hour, that there had not been 
only one person on duty and that 


cotfeehouse been busy 


the building manager for that day 
could not have avoided the coffee 
house for 45 minutes 

I pointed out to her that I had 
been there and that there had been 
other persons there with me who 
had seen what I had seen, that the 
coffeehouse attendant on the 
above mentioned day and time was 
alone, that there was a wait of 
between half an hour and forty-five 
minutes for sandwiches, and that 
the building manager for that day 
whom we informed of the situation 
when he came in shortly before six, 
had apparently not been in the 
cotfeehouse for the more than the 
half an hour that we had been 
there 

It seems, indeed, that there is a 
problem at the coffeehouse on 
weekends. There simply are not 
enough attendants during the busy 
supper hour to serve efficiently the

Con'éd from page 2 
tenure and promotion recommen- 
dations. 

Archer says the structure and 
function of the Faculty Review 
Board is consistent with California 
State University and Colleges 
(CSUC) Chancellor and Board of 
Trustee policies. 

President Bond no_ longer 
wanted to work under the existing 
procedures for review of tenure 
and promotion recommendations, 
Archer said. 

President Bond has been asked 
by the Faculty Senate Executive 
Committee to explain his reasons 
for the change. 

Kelly asked Archer why it had 
been decided this year to finally im- 
plement CSUC Board of Trustee 
policy that had previously been 
ignored with no reaction from the 
trustees 

“I don’t know what you are try- 
ing to do; were you brought to this 
institution to destroy it? If that 1s 
why, then you're succeeding,” 
Kelly said 

Archer assured Kelly that his 
role was “just the opposite.” 

Continuing his condemnation 
of Archer and the proposed 
procedures, Kelly said: “If you im- 
pose this document on us as of Dec 
19, then you can sit on top of the 
most unproductive, most morale 
destroyed, most inhibited, most 
disgusting institution you can 
imagine. | would be ashamed of 
that document if I were you.” 

Faculty Senator Barbara 
Arnstine described the document 
as producing a competive en-~ 
vironment between departments 
and schodls for things such as 
space 

“You do not get an end by writ- 
ing procedures down: you get an 
end by creating a community,” she 
said 

Objecting to the proposed com- 
position of the Faculty Review 
Board Arnstine explained that 
professors prepared their histories 
for tenure and promotion ac- 
cording to the reviewing body in 
their respective fields. 

The board is to consist of all 
school deans and division chairs, 
one elected tenured full professor 
from each school and division, and 
the Vice President for Academic 
Affairs. 


Following the two and one-half 
hour discussion on the matter, Ar- 
cher indicated that perhaps he had 
taken the wrong approach in for- 
mulating the document. 

An invitation by Archer to 
entertain “counter proposals” from 
the Faculty senate went 
unanswered. 


President Bond has decided to 
proceed with the Dec. 19 im- 
plementation date despite a 
Faculty Senate response to 
withdraw the proposal for this 
year 


An emergency Faculty Senate 
meeting has been called for Nov 
24, 2 p.m. to discuss President 
Bond's decision 


Legal parking gets tighter

The price for legally parking on 
campus is getting higher every day, 
as CSUS student Howard Pine 
found out last Wednesday. 

It cost him $24, after he came on 
campus and attempted to park his 
car in the temporary dirt lot south 
of the University Union, 
designated for decal parking, but it 
got towed away. 

“I was told by the officer 
(Daphne Gibson) that the area was 
being reserved for some affiliates, 
but | parked there anyway.” said 
Pine, who has a valid black decal 
parking permit. 

“We had some words and I told 
her to go ahead and cite me for par- 
king illegally if she wanted to,” 
Pine said. 

But some three hours later, Pine 
was without any transportation 
because CSUS Campus Police 
Chief Donald Yelverton had 
ordered his car removed from cam- 
pus 


“I realized, after looking 


around for awhile, that my car was 
gone,” he said. “Then | was really 
pissed.” 

Pine said he talked with officer 
Gibson and “she agreed that there 
were no hard feclings between us. 

“What | can't understand, is 
why my car was towed away,” Pine 
stated. 

After his discussion with Gib- 
son, Pine said he went to the cam- 
pus police department to talk with 
Yelverton. 

“I noticed something very 
interesting; you have to park at a 
meter before you can even talk to 
the bastards,” he said. 

Pine said Yelverton refused to 
issue a citation and decline to dis- 
cuss the issue any further 

Ironically, after Pine’s car was 
towed away, the reserved area in 
the temporary lot was reopened 
and another area north of the tem- 
porary lot was reserved for the af- 
filiates, a CSUS-concerned group 

This north area had been 
scheduled for paving soon, to be 
used eventually for metered par- 


king. 

“If this is the way they're going, 
we won't have any student parking 
problem soon,” Pine said. 

“What if I didn’t have the $24 
right away?” Pine questioned. “My 
car would still be in storage costing 
me $4 a day.” 

Pine said he couldn't think of 
any reason why his car was towed 
away except that “Yelverton may 
have been told something that 
wasn't entirely true,” referring to 
the conversation he had with of- 
ficer Gibson. 

“I know what I said and I didn’t 
tell her to go to hell; | said I wasn’t 
going to move, that’s all,” Pine 
said 

Yelverton said the south tem- 
porary lot was initially reserved for 
the affiliates because “there is no 
parking problem — there's 600-700 
parking places available to 
students 

“| said to move it (reserved par- 
king area) because of input 1 had,” 
Yelverton said. He declined to say 
who specifically directed him. “I 


can't name the person,” he said. 

According to Yelverton, some 
affiliates had complained to top 
CSUS administrators about the 
long distances they had to walk last 
month when metered parking near 
the Administration building was 
reserved for them. 

Yelverton told the Hornet the 
area was reserved and “there 


doesn't have to be signs posted, an 
officer was there. 

“| don’t see anything wrong 
with what transpired.” he con- 
cluded.

Calvert was a stellar performer 
at offensive guard. He led the

Costello led a defensive line 
opposing 
quarterbacks with over 30 sacks on

the season. Costello at 6-3 
was one of the most outstanding 
down lineman to ever don a Hornet 
iniform 

Linebacker Mavzzuca was 
recognized for his ability to plug up 
holes and even pulled down a pass 
tor his second interception as a 
Hornet. Speaking of interceptions, 
“Po” Ingram ran one back 58 yards 
against Cal Poly Pomona for a 


touchdown and returned another 
six yards against Hayward in gain- 
ing All-FWC honors. With his 9.8 
speed he was a true asset as a defen- 
sive back 

Mazzuca, Costello and Ingram 
were all named First Team defense 
Daugherty, who made several sav- 
ing and hard-hitting tackles at 
safety, received Honorable Men- 
tion 

Among those overlooked in the 
balloting, done by the coaches in 
the conference, was Jim Cannon 
As adown lineman, Cannon got to 
the quarterback many times and 
also was counted upon to break up 
the screen passes 

Other Hornets who had good 
years were Marc McGinn, Tony 
Thomas, Ray Willams, Mike 
Smith, Roy Arreygue, Steve Ber- 
nard. and. although not up to the 
standards he set a year ago, George 
Sula 

McGinn topped the team in 
receiving yardage with 309 on 19 
receptions and two touchdowns 
I homas led the conference in com- 
pletion percentage. hitting on 110 
of 195 passes (56.4 percent) for 
three touchdowns and 1301 yards 
The senior quarterback accounted 
for 118.5 total offensive yards per 
game 

Williams. a junior who shared 
time with Sula at tailback all 
season, led the team in scoring (35 
points), receiving (21-220 yards) 
and kickoff returns (592 yards on 
21 returns for a 28.2 average). His 
return figures are school records 


All-FWC 


for most returns, most yards 
(breaking Smith's record of 456 
last year) and best average per 
return. The latter mark is among 
the top five in the nation 

Smith, in two years as a Hornet 
has intercepted seven passes for 31 
yards and has been a steady per- 
former at defensive back. He, 
along with Williams, holds the 
record for most kickoff returns 
with 21 

Arreygue, the soccer style place 
kicked, booted his way to two 
school records this year. He now 
has 19 field goals in three years, a 
record by seven, and has the two 
longest field goals, a 47-yarder and 
a 49-yarder, which he kicked in the 
closing moments of the Chico 
game which the Hornets won !2-9 

Although he didn’t break any 
records, the punting of Bernard 
was a big factor in the Hornet game 
plan. As a deep back in passing 
situations, Bernard also picked off 
two Passes tor 12 vards 

Mention the name George Sula 
and just about every football fanin 
the conference knows who vou're 
talking about. Sula rushed for 1541 
yards in his two-vear career at 
CSUS and holds several records

If you happen to be a very small 
animal with an appetite for hearts 
don't go see the CSUS Student 
Gallery SHOW 

Lynn Freeman is showing an 
exciting conceptual clay sculpture 
series. The work is totally unglazed 
and has a raw quality which adds 
dramatically to the work. Some of 
the pieces are shown grouped 
together set in earth, others are set 
mn their own slabs of clay 

The pieces consist of wooden 
sticks that have been bent into 
various shapes and then put into 
molds. From these molds identical 
clay replicas which have been slip 
cast are produced. These sticks are 
arranged and tied in various 
positions to emulate animal traps 
ona very small scale.

“Sixteenth Century Green- 
sleeves” is a mystical, moody piece 
about an evil tyrant who goes 
around locking women in castle 
towers, and the subsequent battle, 
led by Ronnie James Dio, to free 
them. The last song on the album is 
also my personal favorite. It’s a 
new instrumental arrangement of 
the old Yardbirds hit, “Still I'm 
Sad.” Blackmore really goes to 
work here, with very nice drum and 
bass accompaniment

Editor's note: This is the second 
in a series of articles dealing with 
FM radio stations in the Sac- 
ramento vicinity. 


The radio market 1s, by its very 
nature, a highly competitive one 
Numerous stations are fighting for 
the patronage of the one million or 
so human beings in Sacramento 
Therefore, in an overview of 
stations, it is only proper to con- 
sider the station at the “top.” By the 
“top” | mean that in the Sac- 
ramento metropolitan area, from 6 
a.m. to midnight, Monday to Sun- 
day. more adults in the 18-34 age 
bracket will be listening to this 
station than any other (Source: Ar- 
bitron Radio Survey). The station 
is KXOA, better known as K108 
FM 

You might wonder 
station works its way up to such a 
position.

In many ways, the station is 
very unspectacular.It employs 
about eighteen people. The average 
age of the DJs, none of whom are 
women, is around twenty-five. The 
station does not have its own news 
bureau but instead utilizes an ABC 
subscription.

Quite simply, the 
music played. KXOA does not play 
an easily categorized type of music 
Rather, the station follows only 


yne identifiable rule to play 
what most of the people (18-34) 
want to hear most of the time ina 


way that most people want to hear 
it. More simply, music with mass 
audience appeal presented in an 
adult fashion 

Thus, the station does not deal 
strictly in top 40, country, oldies or 
any other single type. Rather, it 
will utilize some top 40 and make 
great use of current, widely 
accepted artists. Most of the music 
comes off LPs and follows certain 
station guidelines. The DJs are low 
key and the presentation 1s devoid 
of gimmicks 

Without deviating from its par- 
ticular style, the station also offers 
a myriad of musical specials. The 
station just concluded one such
